The Grand Jury's Report.

The grand jury finished its labors this
morning &and received their discharge,
Following is the report:

In the circuit court ot the state of Ore-
gon for Wasco county :

The matter of the final report of the
grand jary, for the November termn, 1805,

We, the grand jury for the November
term of coort, 1803, respectfully submit
this, our final report for the termn:

We have been in gession nine days
and from time to time as matlers were
brought before us, have found and re-
turned into ecourt twelve ‘‘trne bills"
and five “nottrue hille.” We have eub-
peenged and examined before ue, ninety-
fivee witnesses on the varions cases.

We have visited the eounty poor honse
and found the same neatly kept and the
inmates seemed generally eatistied; the
building is comfortable, but the sleeping
rooms are somewhat overcrowded, and
we would recommend that an addition
be bailt and made into comfortable bed-
rooms. We have visited the various
county offices and found the same in
perfect order and clean. The county
records as far as we were able to judge,
were neatly and correctly kept, and we
congratulate the taxparvers of Wasco
county on having sach honest and capa-
ble men in charge of the various offices
aud the county’s finances. We have
visited the eounty jail and recommend
that as soon ae the county finances will
a-lmit, the county court purchase a lot
and erect thereon a good and sofficient
jail, the present one being in our opinion
totally inadequate. We forther rec-
ommend that the present jail be cal-
cimined inside and the water closet be
placed in proper condition,

We would further eall the aitention of
the court to the fuct that certain justices

of the peace in this county eseem more
desirous of making fees than of perform- |
ing the legitimate duties of their offie,
Sometimes frivolous cases are begun
and the parties bound over to the grand
ijur_\', of the parties discharged and the
costs taxed up to the county. We find
upon examinatiou 6{ the county court
docket thatat the September term of
the county court, the enormons sum of
$1000 was allowed for justice courts
alone, for cases tried during only two
monoths., We heartily endorse the action
of the county court in disallowing all
bills where in their opinion the charges
made were unnecessary, We sabmit
the county treasarer’s report, hereanto
attached.

Having completed our labors we res-
pectfully ask to bs discharged.
